CONSIDER IVORY HOMES BRIDGE PROPOSAL 

Kim explained that Ivory Homes has come to the City with a proposal to surplus and trade about .4 acres 

of City land, and in return they will put in bridge across the Jordan River. He said the City is in the 

process of appraising the land and that the numbers would have to be equal to even consider the trade, 

or Ivory will need to pay the difference. The master plan of 95’ stated to put in a softball field on the 

acreage portion that the City owns, but that they never did anything because the only way to access it 

would be to put in a vehicle capable bridge.  

Jeff made a motion that the City contemplate an exchange of their property for Ivory to construct a 

bridge. Motion was unanimous.

The Mayor was ok with the proposal to change the name of the Heritage Center to the Murray Senior
